Correspondence has been laid before the 
houao on the important subject of a selec- 
tion of the western terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. The corres- 
pondence embraces the period from May 
23rd to Nov. 2D'h. The railway company 
demanded a much larger area of the 
public land than the local government 
wore willing to accede. Mr. Van Home 
Bent several pressing telegrams, but the 
premier adhered to the proposition of 
0,000 acroa and no more, and it was 
finally accepted by the board of directors 
The effect uf this grant will be to bring 
the terminus of tha transcontinental rail- 
way '22 miles nearer Victoria— the actual 
terminus— and to enhance tho value of 
the lands still retained by tho government 
to a figure sufficient; to pay off the entire 
debt uf the province. The correspond-

Extract from the Minutes of the regular 
weekly meeting of the Hoard of Directors 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Coin 
puny, held at the. office of the Company 
in Montreal, on Tuesday, the Sifith day 
of November, ISSJ/, at the hoar of Is! 
o'clock noon. 

Present in person: — Mr. R. B. Angus, 
Mr. VV. C. Van Home, Hon. Donald A. 
Smith, Mr. John Turnbull. And by 
proxy: — Mr. (ioorge Stephen, Mr. P, du 
P. Grenfell, Mr. C. D. Rose, Mr. U. S. 
Northcoto, Baron J. do Reinach. 

Mr. C. Drinkwater, Secretary of the 
Company, also attended. 

Mr. Van Homo stated that, in pursu- 
ance of the minuto of the Board dated 
Kith September last, ho had proposed to 
the Government of British Columbia that 
in consideration of the conveyance to the 
company of a tract of land on Coal Har- 
bor and English Bay, aggregating about 
11,000 acres, and including the Granville 
townsito and tho north half of the tract 
known as tho " Hastings Reserve," the 
company proposed to extend tho main 
line of the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
Coal Harbor and English Bay, by the 
time tho through lino is ready for opera- 
tion, and to establish the terminus of the 
railway in tho immediate vicinity of Coal 
Harbor and English Bay, and commence 
the construction of tho necessary work- 
shops and other works in time to provide 
tho necessary facilities for the opening of 
traffic on tho through lino by the oarly 
summer of 1886. 

That by letter dated October 0th, 1881, 
the Honorable Wm. Smitlio, the Commis- 
sioner of Crown Lands of British 
Columbia had replied as follows: — 

" Referring to your letter dated 0th 
and posted on tho 10th ultimo, in which 
you ask for a tract of land on Coal Har- 
bor and English Bay, embracing an aggre- 
gate of about 11,000 acres, and including 
the whole of Granville townsite and the 
north half of Hastings, in consideration 
of which you say the company 1 proposes 
to extend tho main lino of tho Canadian 
Pacific Railway to Coal Harbor and Eng- 
lish Bay by tho time tho through lino is 
ready for operation, and to establish the 
torminus of tho railway in tin; immediate 
vicinity of Coal Harbor and English Bay, 
and commence the construction of tho 
necessary workshops and other works in 
time to provide tho necessary facilities 
for tho opening of tratlic on tho through 
lino by the early summer of 1880.' 

"I have the honor to inform you that 
the Government fully appreciate the ad- 
vantage of having Hie main line of railway 
extended to Coal Harbor and English 



Bay, and are disposed to render to the 
company such aid as a fair consideration 
of the interests of the province will justify, 
in order to mako the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, upon which so much of tho 
future welfare of the country depends, a 
complete success. They do not, however, 
consider that they can grant so large an 
area of land for terminal purposes as you 
desire, nor do they feel that they can add 
to the area verbally discussed at the time 
of your visit to Victoria. 

" With a view, however, to facilitate 
an immediate arrangement, the Govern- 
ment would bo willing to give tho land 
indicated in red tint on the enclosed plan, 
less a sufficient area for Government offi- 
ces, schools, etc., to the extent of, soy, 
live acres, half in Granville and half on 
the south side of Ealso Creek, within half 
a mile of the shore. 

"Tho small Indian reserve on False 
Creek, which you include in your plan, is 
held in trust by the Dominion govern- 
ment, to whom you must apply if you de- 
sire to obtain it. llie government 
reserve on tho point of the peninsula 
near the entrance of the harbour is also 
in tho hands of the Dominion govern - 
moot. 

"You will observe that the land now 
proposed to be given to your company in- 
cludes all the government laud at Gran- 
ville, except, as I have already said, a 
small area for offices, etc. On the other 
hand, the whole of Hastings, a portion of 
which it was proposed t<> grant to yuur 
company, is retained. Although the area 
at Hastings now retained exceeds that 
proposed to bo given in exchange at 
Granville, the value of the two parcels 
may be taken as vory nearly equal, 

"In order that the vexed question of 
tho Pacific terminus may bo fully settled, 
and public confidence established, 1 have 
to request that immediate steps may bo 
taken for making the decision of the com- 
pany authoritatively known, and that tho 
boundaries of the land hereby granted bo 
properly defined upon tho ground. 

"With this in view, the survey of the 
hue should be undertaken ai once, and a 
definite time appointed forthe commence- 
ment of construction, and of necessary 
terminal buildings. 

"The grant of land will of course be 
conditional upon the terms of the agree- 
ment being carried out, and time will bo 
considered as of the essence of the con- 
ruct. 

"It was explained to you when you 
were here that the government hail agreed 
to extend the lease of che Hastings Saw- 
mill Company for a period of five years, 
on condition of their giving up im- 
mediately a strip along the shore line of 
False Creek and English Bay extending 
hack a mile, and embracing an area of 
some 4,000 acres. The government have 
since agreed to grant a further extension, 
on condition, among others, that in ad- 
dition to giving up a mile belt at once, 
tho company shall give up a thousand 
acres moro annually. 

"This arrangement is considered to be 
in the interests of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company us well as in that of 
the province. Without tho extension, 
upon the conditions named, the Mill Com- 
pany under their lease, which has over 
two years to run, would be in a position to 
refuse to allow any sales to bo made of 
lands on False Creel; and English Bay. 

"Sales of course could be made of lands 
there, subject to the lease, but tho com- 
pany for two years could refuse posses- 
sion, and fen- sales would be made if pos- 
session could not be had. ll ma}' reason- 
ably be expected that dining tho two 
years considerable development will take 
place, and to have valuable property 
locked up in the immediate vicinity of 
tho terminus could not but lie productive 
of injury in retarding the building up of 
a terminal town. 

" The right acquired under the arrange- 
ment, to doal at once with fill the laud 
which will really be required in ihe near 
future is therefore thought to be an im- 
portant advantage to the company, and 
tho extension of tho limits to bo opened 
to sale every year will be all tho interests 
of parties concerned will demand." 

The plan accompanying tho let.tor of tho 
honorable commissioner of crown lands, 
and which ia made ti part of this minute, 
represents only about 0,000 acres of land 
to bo granted to tho company; but 
although this amount is deemed much 
less than the company should receive, tho 
directors desire to meet the government 
of British Columbia in the most liberal 
spirit, and it is, therefore, 

Resolved, That the proposition con- 
tained in tho loiter of the honorable com- 
missioner of crown lands dated 0th 
October, 1884, bo, and tho same is hereby 
accoptod and agreed to. 

That in consideration thereof tho main 
line of tho Canadian Pacific railway bo 
extended to Coal Harbor and English 
Bay by the time the through line is ready 
for operation. 

That the torminus of the railway bo es- 
tablished in tho immediate vicinity of ' 
Coal Harbor and English Bay, and that 
the construction of tho necessary work- 
shops and other works bo commenced in 
time to provide the, necessary facilities 
for tho opening of traffic on the through 
lino by tho oarly summer of 1880. 

That a survey of tho proposed exten- 
sion, and of tho laud at Coal Harbor and 
English Bay proposed to bo granted to 
the company bo at once made, and that 
an agreement embodying tho terms of the 
grant, as contained in the said letter of 
tho honorable commissioner of crown 
lands, be onterod into and executed by 
tho proper officers of the company. 

That tho Hon. Donald A. Smith and 
Mr. Richard B. Angus be, and they are 
hereby, appointed trustees to receive and 
hold the lands above referred to, in trust 
for, and on behalf of the company.

Do 
you believe in the regenerating power of 
the Holy Ghosti 'No,' and 30 say they 
all. Spencer, in the only address he 
made in this country, in tho very first 
Bontenco, ascribes his physical ailments to 
fate, and in tho authorized ^report of that 
address it is spelled with a bij; F, Tyndal, 
in his famous prayer teat, defied the 
whole of Christianity. All the leading 
scientists who believe in evolution are 
infidels. 1 say nothing against infidelity: 
that is not tho question. 1 put over 
agaiust^the Bible account of the creation, 
tho evolutionists' account. Against the 
whole story that it was not a perfect 
kangaroo, that it was a perfect man. As 
Herbert Spencer was not present when 
the world was created and as the Word 
was, 1 prefer taking the Lord's account.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

We regard the contest for city sewerage 
and a revision of the municipal assessment 
as practically at end. The nominations 
developed tho singular and gratifying (net 
that every candidate who has placed him- 
self before the electors is an advocate of 
the two essentials of health and prosperity. 
All admitted that the oily is in a deplorably 
lilthy condition and that malnriiil fevers 
abound. Home favored an inexpensive 
.system of harbor draiunge, forgetting that 
the Dominion government exercises sover- 
eignity over the harbor anil that they may 
at any moment refuse to allow it to bu con- 
verted into a cesspool tin- the convenience 
of the citizens of Victoria. Others believed 
that there should be an ocean discharge. 
While The OoloniNt favors tin-latter scheme, 
it has constantly refused to parade its 
opinion us a tlicliim. 'lhe question is an 
engineering one, purely, and after the next 
council shall have decided upon- a scheme 
it must 001110 before the public for approval 
or rejection. That is the position of Mr. 
Itithet and a majority of the candidates for 
the council take the same view. There 
are not two minds on tho ques- 
tion of a revision of the real estate 
roll. The day of grace for absentees like 
Joseph Brothers, W. 11. Oliver, Donald 
Fraser and a score of others has departed. 
They have escaped too lonu, by an under- 
valuation of tiieir realty, from bearing a 
fair shureof the municipal burthen. From 
a village Victoria has suddenly become a 
great, noisy, bustling town. It is ex- 
tending its mauufad urea and commerce in 
every direction . Its enterprising citizens 
are investing their means in substantial 
warehouses, in workshops and in hand- 
some dwellings. They are heavily taxed 
on their improvements, while absontoes 
and the unenterprising citi/.ens who re- 
fuse to lay one brick upon another, escape 
with the valuation that, was set on their 
property thirteen years Hgo. With the 
going down of to-morrow's sun 
this monstrous iniquity will have 
como to an end. Mr. Itithet 
will bo mayor-elect. Supported by 
a council of practical business men he 
will institute a sweeping policy of reform 
in every branch of tho civic government; 
will soo that the streets are kept clean and 
drained and that, the rich man shall bear 
Jlis fair share of civic taxation.

To tub Editor: — The suitability of 
different kinds of drainaiio work should 
be considered in reference to climatic, 
conditions and physical characteristics.

with violent semi-tropical rams of great 
intensity in a comparatively short peiiwd 
of time. Victoria is a place where tin- 
occurrence of semi tropical rains is un- 
known, ami oven what are considered here 
as heavy rains are comparatively few, the 
average of twenty-four hours of the great- 
est nun yet recorded in Victoria, not ex- 
ceeding one-tenth of an inch per hour. 
The velocity possible to be got. 111 a sewer 
is of course governed hy tho fall of the 
ground under consideration. A quick 
fall means a small pipe and a gentle fall 
the reverse. It would tie possible to point 
out tifty cases in the streets of Victoria 
where the system of calculation pursued 
in the case of Memphis would, if applied j 
to the greatest known rainfall hero, ojvu a 
pipe capacity that could lie effectually 
plugged by the introduction of a dead 
cat or an over-fed tat. It is upon record 
that in Croydon, England, ninety lour 
stoppages of pipes, under eight inches 
diameter, look place in a period of twenty 
months. It may not be generally known, 
hut is not the less true, that the Sanitaiy 
Institute of Great Uritain has condemned 
the construction of a system id' sowers 
without manholes, and' even Colonel 
Waring, originator of the separate sys- 
tem, has admitted that they would be an 
improvement . 

An exhaustive discussion on tin- merits 
of this system took place not. long since 
at tho institute of civil engineers in New 
York, and n majority of that section of a 
highly intelligent body, engaged in naiii- 
tary works, condemned that, .system of 
sewerage which leaves the street refuse to 
a costly system of scavenging. This is 
the Boparate system of which one leading 
feature is that all iu advertioin^ pam- 
phlets wisely avoid touching on this point. 
Home of the gentlemen ablu to estimate 
the cost of town drainage niiidit lind it 
equally within the rauge of their ex- 
perience to calculate the capitalized cost 
of an elaborate system of scavenging, 
then add that amount to the cost of the 
separate system, and that will he what the 
city will have to pay for the establish- 
ment of a system of sewers. Such a sys- 
tem of drainage would bo excusable 111 a 
city where tho inclinations were so small 
as to require sewers of large sectional 
area; but here the case is so far otherwise 
as to render that system out, of all sym- 
pathy and fitness with the physical char- 
acteristics of the place. It is difficult fin- 
ally amateur to make even a rude guess at 
the cost of establishing a system of 
sewerage that includes such important 
factors as the following: The area to he 
operated on, the depth of the cellars, the 
percentage of rocK excavation, and other 
important items. A 11 inconsistency 111 
reference to the basis of their calcula- 
tions on anyone of these, and some other 
points, would mako tho estimates made 
for all purposes worthless.

To thk Editoh: — A few days 
■were good enough to insert in Tit 
a letter from me on the subject of insect 
ravages. This letter called forth a some- 
what strange reply. It was signed 13. A. ( '., 
and really was so illogical and displayed so 
lunch ignorance that, but for one sentence, 
it would be waste of time to answer it. \i. 
A. C. remarks, among other thingH, that 
having a tooth drawn is a simple process - 

1 would advise him to pay 11 visit t 1. of 

our local dentists. However, he asks for 
nn explanation of the duties of a stale 
entomologist, so I will try togivohim one. 
His first duty is to put himself iu communi- 
cation with all the leading funnels in his 
district, and collect from them nccounts of 
any insect ravages in their respective in igli- 
borhoods; and, if possible, ho should ob- 
tain specimens of tin- insects tln-niselves, 
study their life history, ami endeavor to 
find preventives of their ravages. W in n 
lie has found out the lust remedies ho 
should communicate these to tho leading 
fanners in the infect ?tl districts. Then ai 
the end of the year he should publish a re- 
port of his labors and their results. This 
plan has been adopted by most of the ugri- 
cultural states in the Union and has proved 
most successful . 

In the Canadian Entomologist f 
ember, there are solim very intern 
ports 011 insect ravages, which were 
tho nnniiid meeting of the Hilton 
Society of Ontario. These report 
show the increasing importance, alt: 
the study of entomology in counueti 
agriculture by the Dominion government. 
Through the exertions of lie- above society 
and similar ones in the States, the damage 
done to crops by certain insects lias been 
much decreased. It. has been discovered 
for instance that certain kinds of wheat are 
much more free from tho attacks of the 
wheat midge than others. Of course iu 
this province we have not yet felt (he effect 
of these depredations to a very great ex- 
tent, for our wheatfields are as yet like 
angels' visits, few ami far between. And 
where there is not much wheal there are 
not likely to be many whoatmidges; it i.-> 
quite certain however that where there are 
many wheatmidgos there will bo very little 
wheat. 

It is a (rue saying that, prevention is bet- 
ter than cure. And we have quite enough 
complaints to make it worth while to spend 
a few hundred dollars in thus assisting 
agriculture. It is estimated that every 
phmt has at least six insect foes and some, 
such as the apple, 17(5. 1 fully believe thai 
the appointment of a qualified provincial 
entomologist would increase the agricul- 
tural profits ten per cent.

The Amoy Gazette publishes tlte fol- 
lowing account of the seizure of the 
Chinese revenue cruiser, Fei Hoo by 
tho French war vessel Galis.sonniere 
as furnished by a gentleman ca 
board the latter, who was an eye-wit- 
to the occurrence: "Captain Booth, 
commanding the Chinese gunboat of the 
customs, was arrested by us owing to 
Cue following circumstances: The gun 
boat was to proceed to South Cape to 
victual t lie persons stationed there and 
wo wore lying off Tai-wau-foo at the 
time she appeared. AVe signalled to 
her to approach and communicate with 
us, which she did. Captain Booth then 
came on board and demanded written 
authority to move about freely. This 
document was refused him, but a verb- 
al commission was granted to him to 
proceed to South Capo on li is parole 
d'honneur that he will not carry any 
official Chinese dispatches or contra- 
band of war, also that he will not at- 
tempt to communicate with any other 
port without being previously searched 
[by the French we presume]. Hu gave 
his parole d'honneur and left. Two 
days afterwards at 5:30 P. sr., we saw 
the Fei 1 1 00 coming from the direc- 
tion of tho South Cape, but she made 
a half-turn (demi tour) and steered 
straight towards Tai-wau-foo. When 
we observed this nianoniver, we sent 
her a cannon shot to warn her from 
proceeding any further, but slut persist- 
ed in continuing her route. Two vessels, 
the S'ipere and Villars, beamed [sic] 
their posit ion and barred the passage. 
At 11 p. m. the Vipers, observing 
that the Fei Hon was making anothei 
movement, sent her also a cannon shot 
which like the first did not reach her. 
At. daybreak the Kei lloo was signaled 
to approach us, she then being along 
side 1 lie Knglish war vessel, the Fly. 
The Captain of the Fei Hoo then came 
on board tin* La Llalissonniero and was 
informed by Admiral Lespes that, as 
he had violated the blockade, he would 
retain him aud his Chinese crew 011 
board his ship, while the other Europe- 
an officers could remain on board tho 
Fei Hoo in charge of a French crew. 
The several cabins of tin; Fei Hoo 
weir tlieli sealed up, after having tak- 
en an inventory of their contents, and 
she was sent to the Tamsui, which port 
owing tu the boisterous weather, she 
did not roach till twenty four hours 
after. Thence she proceeded to Kelung 
and was placed at the disposal of Ad- 
miral Courbet, who 1ms retained her, 
and who, I believe, will address Sir 
Hubert Hart 011 the subject and de- 
mand from him aguaraiit.ee that similar 
occurrences will not be repeated iu 
future.

•'We've heard all that before " Here is 
the report. It will be seen Doctor Jack- 
son refers to the "unusual prevalence of 
typhoid fever and diphtheria," and recom- 
mends the introduction of drainage:

To His Worship the Mayor and the City 
Council, from Win. Jackson, M. R. 
C. S., health officer; 
Gentlemen — I beg to submit my report 
for the year ending Dec 31, 1884, and to 
remark on the UNUSUAL PREVA- 
LENCE OF TYPHOID FEVER ANH 
DIPHTHERIA, WHICH 1 CONSIDER 
MAY BE ATTRIBUTED IN A GREAT 
MEASURE TO THE ACCUMULATION 
OF FILTH WHICH HAS BEEN TAK- 
ING PLACE IN THE CITY FOR 
MANY YEARS. 

I am not in a position to state tho 
exact number of deaths caused by the 
above disease, as the registrar's report is 
not yet compiled. 1 may also state there 
have not been any cases of smallpox in tho 
city during the year. 

With regard to the prevention of 
zymotic disease, I jean only reiterate tho 
suggestions in my previous communica- 
tion on the subject, and add that all 
CESSPOOLS SHOULD BE EMPTIED 
AND FILLED UP WITH FRESH

At this time when efforts are being made 
by Mr. Rithet and the gentlemen associated 
with him to continue Victoria as tho manu- 
facturing, as well as the commercial centre 
of the British Northwest coast, the follow- 
ing statistics of San Francisco's progress 
will be useful: There are 850 manufactur- 
ing establishments of various kinds in San 
Francisco. Of these, 2117 are incorporated 
companies, employing 10,1)00 mechanics, 
and making a total yearly product of up- 
wards of §75,000,000. "The mammoth 
sugar refinery bus been recently completed 
at u cost, including machinery, of §1,200,- 
000, and it turns out, when in full opera- 
tion, GOO tons of sugar per day. There are 
32 iron and 12 brass foundries in the city; 
one rolling mill giving employment to 450 
men and boys; three glass works, furnish- 
ing employment for 250 men and boys; ono 
rope-walk, furnishing employment for 50 
men and 120 boys; ten flour and six seed 
mills constantly in operation; and no fewer 
than 59 tanneries are represented in the 
city. There are also 3d breweries and three 
distilleries. The manufacture of cigars and 
tobacco is increasing rapidly.

SOUTHERN STATES. 
Chattanoooa, Tonn., -Ian. 13 A dis- 
patch from Collinsville gives fuller details 
of the terrible Alabama cyclone. About 
four miles west of Collinsville the residence 
of Noble Calbraith together with all his 
farm houses, located at the base of Sand 
Mountain, were completely demolished. 
His youngest child was instantly killed by 
flying timbers, its body being terribly 
mangled. A young man living with the 
family was seriously wounded. Every 
article of household goods was blown away, 
not leaving wearing apparel for the grief- 
stricken family. An anvil in a blacksmith's 
shop uoar by was blown one hundred 
yards. Great damage to other property 
in tho neighborhood is reported. .Some 
three miles further oil' two other resi- 
dences were completely blown away. In 
ono of them were thirteen occupants, all 
of whom received more or less injury, 
but none yet reported fatal. Great dam 
ago is roported to farm property generally, 
owing to high water. It is impossible to 
obtain accurate information as to the true 
extent and injury by the cyclone. During 
all yesterday and the greater part of last 
night a heavy rair fell, Hooding all the 
streams and lowlands and making it al 
most impossible to travel. There was a 
continuous roaring in tho elements like 
distant thunder for some thirty minutes 
before tho wind passed. One family be- 
came frightened before tho tempest ap- 
proached and ran to a neighboring house 
a short distance away, which was blown 
away, while their own house from which 
they lied remained standing. Tho track 
of tho cyclone was about 200 yards wide. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Jan. 13. — Albania was visited 
again yesterday by a severe earthquake 
shock just as King Alfonso and suite wore 
leaving the city. No damage was caused. 
Tho shocks were felt as far as Algarrobo, 
where people were panic stricken. A 
aorious calamity occurred at Nerja. An 
encampment of refugees in the outskirts 
of tho town was burned and the unfor- 
tunato people who were thus made shelt- 
erless were exposed to a heavy snow- 
storm which prevailed throughout Gre- 
nada. 

INDIANA. 
South Bund, Ind., Jan. 13.— The mob 
obtained control of the works and caused 
several thousand dollars damage, but gave 
way before the veteran guards. About 
a dozen men in all are seriously injured, 
one of whom will die The city is now 
quiet, but more trouble is feared. Guards 
are now patrolling the streets.

Ingersoll, Dee. 23. — J. F. Mac- 
donald, barrister, who levanted a few 
days ago, converted over §10,000 of 
client's money to his own use. 

Toronto, Dec. 10. — Early this 
morning the residence of James Allen 
Farrier, McCaul street, was burglari/. 
ed, and a gold watch and chain and 
jewelry valued at about §1,000, was 
carried oil. The burglars left a letter 
signed "Paul Pry," "Dick Turpin" and 
"Boston Bill," stating that the police 
fondly imagined that Garner gang was 
broken up, but three of them were 
still at large, and prepared to make 
their presence folt. 

Toronto, Dec. 31. — A sad accident 
occured on the hay this afternoon. Six 
children were playing on tho ice when 
it gave way, three of them being 
drowned. Their names and ages are, 
Patrick Corbett 9, Robert Corbett 8, 
who were brothers, James Fallon 9. 
Much sympathy is felt for the parents 
of the brothers OorbetJ, as they have 
lost rive children within eight months.

Burrow Raymond, an old resident 
died Monday and was buried this 
afternoon. Almost immediately after 
the collin was taken ont of the house 
his widow, who was apparently in 
good health, dropped down dead. A 
daughter fell into hysterical fits and 
her life is despaired of. 

Halifax, Dec. 21. --Benjamin Cow- 
an, formerly of the firm of E. D. Tuck- 
er it Co., was drowned yesterday. 

Kingston, Dec. 17, — Mrs. Gregor 
charged with bigamy, was found guilty 
yesterday, with a recommendation for 
mercy. 

QtTEBKC, Dec. 17. —The residence of 
Mr. Bolduc, M. P. P., was burned 
yesterday morning, tho family narrow- 
ly escaping with their lives. Loss §2,- 
000, insured. 

Montreal, Dee. 17. -The tin stamp- 
ing factory of Thomas Davidson, of St. 
Henry, was burnt down this evening 
about seven o' clock. The building was 
in ashes in an hour. Loss on building, 
plant, and stock about §50,000; insur- 
ance, §30,000, in the Royal, Western 
Union, and Commercial companies. 
About 150 men are thrown out of 
work. 

The Canadian Pacific authorities 
agreed to regrade the wheat at Port 
Arthur about which the Farmers' 



Union raised the objection. The Union 
has brought an inspector from St. Paul 
who will proceed to Port Arthur to- 
day, and his inspection will be ac- 
cepted.

The elder Riordan was re- 
susciated, but the other two were 
dead.

BROOKVILLE, Dec. IS. — The Scott 
Act was carried in Leeds and Granville 
to day by 700 majority. 

KINGSTON, Dec. la. — Rush; the ne- 
gro ox-convict, who stabbed a young 
man in the police cells, got 14 years in 
the penitentiary. He expressed regret 
in the court that he did not cut the 
man's throat. 

Ottawa, Dec. 31. — His Excellency 
the Governor-General has notified 
through his secretary, Viscount Mel- 
gund, that he will this year present two 
cups to the curling clubs of Canada for 
competition. 

From the 1st of January to the 30th 
of November the total arrivals of im- 
migrants into Canada were 111,812, 
against 182,979 during the same period 
last year.
